Kennedy sends his disarmament 
negotiator back to Geneva today 
with an offer (rf new concessiMis 
for a nuclear test ban treaty with 
the Soviet Union.

Kennedy sends his disarmament 
negotiator back to Geneva today 
with an offer of new concessions 
for a nue’ear test ban treaty with 
the Soviet Union. 
Final decisions on U.S. strategy 
for a determined new bid to check 
the nuclear arms race were made 
at a White House conference pre­ 
sided over by the President late 
Wednesday. 
Shortly before going into that 
meeting with his top military and 
diplomatic advisers. Kennedy told 
a news conference that the criti­ 
cal 
issue between the United 
States and the Soviet Union is the 
right of international inspection. 
He appealed to the government 
of Premier Khrushchev to drop 
its total opposition to such inspec­ 
tion 
The White House meeting was 
the latest of a series which began 
last week, climaxing the study of 
new scientific information on the 
detection and identification of un 
derground nuclear explosions. 
Kennedy told his news confer­ 
ence this information shows that 
it should be possible to reduce the 
amount of inspection — and thus 
the operations of foreign investi­ 
gators inside the Soviet Union—

If everybody agrees thai fading confidence 
is slowing down the growth of enterprise in 
the United States and that only a change of 
government attitude can ^mvgthen confi­ 
dence, what are we waiting for? 
Why doesn’t the Kennedy administration 
do what we have been told the governments 
of other countries are doing—throw all its 
support behind the expansion of enterprise? 
Why should it scare off producers of wealth? 
The key to this economic mystery is a 
belief that has had a powerful effect on two- 
party politics since the mid-'30s This belief 
may or may not be founded in fact. But 
even if it springs from fantasy and folklore, 
it’s still powerful. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY holds it to 
he an article of faith that it must believe 
whatever labor leaders of the country who 
profess to be Democrats say it s h o u l d 
believe These people believe, in turn, that 
the only way they can stay at the top of 
their exclusive occupational group is to pre­ 
tend to be hostile to employers, managers, 
financiers and professed disciples of free 
enterprise 
Whether they all believe this personally 
is questionable. Most of them are hard­ 
headed realises whose eyes 
are focused 
sharply on the source of their institutional 
and personal income, which certainly is not 
socialism 
or 
any o t h e r form of anti­ 
capitalism 
But as long as they preach antagonism to 
enterprise in their public statements, spokes­ 
men for the political party they dominate 
will sing the same tune The Democratic 
party will inspire no confidence in the busi­ 
ness community. 


THE QUESTION is now and has been for 
more than 25 years whether union leaders 
who bait business, even to the point of ad­ 
vocating state capitalism, represent 
their 
constituents, or whether these men are 
personally dominated by the idelogies of 


powerful associates at the expense of Ameri­ 
can Unionism. 


Democratic politicians share with Republi­ 
cans a throbbing curiosity about the real 
power of union bosses. Can the bosses de­ 
liver the votes they say they caic Can they 
really break the backs of office seekers who 
disagree with them? Or are they bluffing? 
Have Republicans been taking it on the 
thin since 1932, except for the Eisenhower 
sweep and temporary flurries of s*trength in 
Congress, because the labor leaders actually 
were so powerful or because their party was 
weak? 
And did Republicans weaken it unneces­ 
sarily by me-too campaigns in which they 
tried to match Democrats in wooing the left. 
or should they have gone oven further than 
the Democrats and promised the moon and 
the stars too? 


THE ONEY WAY to stimulate a slepped- 
trp expansion of wealth-producing enterprise 
is to gain the confidence of conservatives 
who dominate management and finance. 


Who is going to do this if the political party 
in power makes hostility to enterprise a 
cardinal point in its appeal for votes’ 
These now are nagging questions, especial­ 
ly in the White House, occupied by a scion 
of wealth who has fitted himself into a New 
Deal mold to keep the “friendship” of labor 
leaders demanding hostility to enterprise as 
the price of their political support 
President Kennedy wants to be a success 
in politics. He wants a second term 
He 
wants to be a strong president He will have 
to decide whether he can be these things 
and organized labor's official busmess-baiter. 
He may have to borrow an item of wis- 
dom from his predecessor and try to be 
the president of all kinds of Americans, in­ 
cluding those who voted for Richard M, 
Nixon Among them according to the close­ 
ness of the hairbreadth outcome, must have 
been a great many unionists.

"Sink or swim, live or 
die.” 
On this date: 
In 1776. the Declaration of In­ 
dependence was ordered enshrined 
in parchment. 
In 1817, the first steamboat on 
the Mississippi River arrived at St. 
Louis. 
Today's birthday: 
Actress Myma I>oy is 47. 


Parallelism is as dangerous to us 
as satellite - ism. 
Furthermore, 
many (rf our friends among the 
free nations see us supporting 
parallelism. They say to them­ 
selves that the U.S. really doesn’t 
know’ what it is doing with its 
money and support, So we lose 
face and considerable prestige. 
There also is another Belgrade 
export w h i c h few baric home 
know anything about. The Yugo­ 
slav export is invisible. It is the 
spreading of the doctrine of a type 
of national socialism and “works 
councils’’ to run factories 
This 
means that a shop or factory 
committee really decides how a 
plant shall operate, how its pro­ 
duce shall be distributed, what 
wages shall be paid and whether 
there s h o u l d be profits to the 
state, or to some private investor. 


THIS PHILOSOPHY of produc­ 
tion is being shipped to such lands 
as Algeria, Ghana, and even far­ 
off Dahomey, where the U.S. and 
our allies have considerable in­ 
vestments. 
T h o s e investments 
will be worth nothing if Yugo­ 
slavia succeeds in spreading its 
form of works-councils socialism 
and controlled production through­ 
out Africa. 
Our ambassador to Belgrade. 
George Kerman, has 
said 
that 
criticism of aid to Yugoslavia is 
‘’vindictive’’ action. That hardly 
seems fair on Mr. Kennan's part. 
Is it vindictive to oppose hon­ 
estly the spread of Tito’s type of 
Communism and to object strenu 
ously to his constant cooperation 
with the enemies of the U.S.? 


On the surface, the Senate is in 
a state of utter confusion. Actu­ 
ally, it is reflecting the break­ 
down of the Democratic party and 
a seeming in­ 
ability to fol­ 
low the guid­ 
ance or advice 
of either Pres­ 
ident kennedy 
or 
t h e duly

President Kennedy is for the 
measure, and it would be passed 
by an overwhelming majority if it 
could be brought to a vote. There 
is as good a reason why telephone 
service by satellites should be left 
in the hands of private companies 
subject as usual to government 
regulation (rf rates, as there is for 
telephone communication by pri­ 
vate companies to be maintained. 
as it is, under the sea. or by di­ 
rect radio. 
The bill to deal with the satel­ 
lite system of telephone communi­ 
cation, however, has afforded an 
excuse for an outbreak by so­ 
called “liberals.” 
Among them there is no real 
solidarity, or even any excessive 
amount of {xiii ti cal virtue. 
Some are sore because Presi 
dent 
Kennedy 
isn’t channeling 
enough money to their states in 
an election year. Some are upset 
about 
legislative 
measures for 
which they want a preference that 
they are not getting. 
()n the whole, it seems strange 
to see a filibuster conducted by 
those who like to feel that t h e 
term "Ijberal” applies to them, 
because they hitherto have con­ 
demned this as the unrighteous 
tactic of Southerners

legisla­ 
tion. What it proves, of course, is 
that everything depends on whose 
ox Is being gored. 


PERHAPS the most oft repeat­ 
ed comment h e a r d about the 
plight of the Senate ta that it 
misses Lyndon Johnson’s leader­ 
ship, As vice President, he is not 
able to do what he did as major­ 
ity leader. 
The story one hears is that Mr. 
Johnson used to plead and cajole 
and "deal and deal.” He had a 
resourceful array of maneuvers 
and. besides, was intimately in 
touch with the late Speaker Sam 
Rayburn so that when it was de­ 
sirable to push a legislative meas­ 
ure to the front the tall Texan 


could accomplish that feat with a 
few telephone calls across the 
capitol 
Sen. Mike Mansfield, the new 
majority leader, is a man of a 
different type. 
He doesn’t like 
some of the machinations of so­ 
called practical politics. He likes 
to feel that legislators should be 
above tactics that appeal to their 
materialistic senses. 
At times he seems frustrated 
and disappointed and like a man 
who wishes he were not called 
upon to make deals. 
But. as the weeks go on, griev­ 
ances 
pile 
up 
Coincidentally, 
White House influence tends 
to 
fluctuate. Also, whenever a Pres­ 
ident’s curve of popularity in the 
public-optnion polls takes a decid­ 
ed drop. Congress seems to ex­ 
hibit a more independent or at 
least a less subservient attitude 
toward White House emissaries 
wh:? practice the art of cajolery 
on Capitol Hill. 


SEN. PAUL DOUGLAS of Illi­ 
nois, Democrat, regarded as one 
of the powerful members of the 
“liberal’’ bloc, made a significant 
comment in this connection the 
other day as he was being inter­ 
viewed by Republican Sen. Ken­ 
neth Keating of New York, Mr. 
Douglas declared 
“Now the truth of the matter is 
that we have not two parties in 
Congress, but four parties. We 
have a liberal Democratic party, 
which is overwhelmingly predom­ 
inant in the North and West, and 
a conservative Democratic party, 
which is overwhelmingly predom­ 
inant in the South. And we have 
a conservative Republican party, 
which is overwhelmingly predomi­ 
nant in most sections of the coun­ 
try with a small but very fine 
liberal wing largely confined to 
the northeastern states This is the 
basic difficulty. We have a cleav­ 
age — a very great cleavage — 
and most of our southern Demo­ 
crats vote with the conservative 
Republicans. It is this bipartisan 
alliance — which I have called 
the unholy alliance’ — which has 
dominated Congress for 24 years.” 
The figure of 
speech 
didn t 
stand up too well this week. It 
was Northern 
“liberals" 
and 
Southern conservatives who join­ 
ed together in an alliance to op­ 
pose the use of the ckrfure rule 
that 
would 
terminate 
the fili­ 
buster 
Does it prove the so-called "lib­ 
erals” and so-called "conaerva 
tives” are really no different 
under the skin? 
Or does it prove that each case 
stands alone and base principles 
and party discipline have become 
old - fashioned in an era of ir­ 
responsible government?

It could be that you have reach­ 
ed the point of diminishing re­ 
turns on calorie cutting In pro 
longed dieting, nature tends to 
economize on calories. 


THE BODY SEEMS able to ad­ 
just itself to a slightly’ lower level 
of metabolism in order to con­ 
serve fuel. This adjustment of the 
body to run with greater econ 
omy of energy does not occur 
with short-term diets. 
While this i a protective meas 
ure on nature's part to help out 
when less food is obtainable, from 
the reducer’s standpoint, it’s a 
handicap. 
When keeping weight down is 
a struggle, ii is important to eat 


three meals a day so as to take 
advantage of the specific dynam­ 
ic action of food The effect of 
food in raising the metabolism 
above the basal level is called its 
specific dynamic action. The me­ 
tabolism begins to rise about an 
hour after a meal is eaten, con­ 
tinues to rise for about t h r e e 
hours, then decreases 
Protein 
causes the greatest rise in me­ 
tabolism. 
From this explanation, it is easy 
to figure that on three meals a 
day the metabolism is kept ele­ 
vated for many hours. This ex­ 
plains how it is possible to lose 
more weight by dividing t h e 
day’s calories into three meals 
than it is if the bulk of calories 
are eaten at one big meal, say 
at dinner. 
Muscular activity steps up cal­ 
orie burning more than any other 
single factor Take full advantage 
of summer sports and the chance 
to play outdoors. A daily walk 
plus regular non-strenuous cal­ 
isthenics will help you to l o s e 
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repair and regulating materials 
come chiefly f r o m protective 
foods.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio 
is contributing a record $114 
year towards the education of 
each public school pupil accord 
ing to a new legislative study re­ 
port. 


Figures compiled by the Legis 
lative Service Commission, fact­ 
finding arm of the General As 
setnbly, showed that the contribu 
hon IO years ago was $78 « 
pupil. 


State aid to public schools dur­ 
ing the past decade increased 
from $106 million to $22$ million, 
the report disclosed 


House Speaker Roger Cloud, R- 
Logan. said the figures do not in­ 
clude appropriations for operating 
state universities. 


He said appropriations for the! 
coming school year hit a high of 
$244.5 million and w ill boost tho j 
percentage of general funds used 
for school purposes. 


The report said school appro-! 
pnations during the period studied 
rose to 51 per cent of general | 
fund revenues for the bookkeep- j 
ing year ended June 30, 1059. 
“ This percentage fell IO points! 
to 41 per cent of total tax reve­ 
nues in the year ending June 30, 
1960. because of the impact of a | 
considerable amount of new gen­ 
eral fund taxes enacted during] 
the term of the 103rd Legislature! 
(1959),” Cloud said.

Hues appropriated to p u b l i c 
schools » again rising, reaching 
46 per cent of all general fund j 
tax revenues in the school and j 
fiscal year ending last June 30,’ 
he added 
The study said general fund j 
tax revenues, available for ap­ 
propriation, increased during the 
decade from $289 million to $503 | 
million for the last fiscal year 
But the $229 million granted 
schools in the last fiscal yearj 
exceeded the $221 million avail­ 
able from sales tax revenues dur-1 
mg that period, the report said. 
Other figures showed that state i 
contributions to retirement sys­ 
tems for teachers and employees] 
mounted from $18 million to near­ 
ly $58 million during the decade. I 
State payments were in addition 
to contr buttons by teachers and] 
employes themselves.
